Editor, Bulletin —Unfortunately 
the very beginning of our an- 
cient church is lost in the mists 
and fogs of antiquity. But many 
of us believe that it was that 
globe trotter, of the then small 
world, St. Paul, who actually 
founded the Church of England. 
It was not the Monks of Iona nor 
St. Augustine, that very distin- 
guished Roman Catholic cleric. 
In 314 AD, only 281 years after 
the crucifixion of our Saviour, a 
delegation of bishops, priests and 
deacons from this ancient church, 
went to the Council of Arles, in 
France. This is essentially the 
same form we have today, only 
we call the deacons, “wardens.” 
This was several hundred years 
before St. Augustine landed in 
England. 

Mr. Lindsay makes a most tell- 
ing point when he mentions the 
Latin words in old dovuments, 
referring to this Anglican church. 
My father stood in the British 
Museum and read this sentence 
in the Magna Charta, which the 
perons made wicked King John 
sign in 1215 and which still forms 
the basis of legal documents— 
“Ecclesia Anglicana Liberabitur.” 
“The Church of England shall be 
free.” 

We know that the Roman 
Church tried to absorb and rule 
over this church but through hun- 

reds of years there must have 
been a strong unde-ground move- 
ment, still longing for the day 
when the true Anglican Church 
would be restored to its lovely 
ritual. In 1215 the above quoted 
words, highiy significant and 
proving beyond any doubt that 
such an Anglican movement was 
recognized by the English Barons, 
lose all their meaning if the 
Anglican Church began only in 
the reign of Henry VIII. The lib- 
erated Anglican church in the 
16th century would have died 
still-porn had it not many whole- 
hearted supporters, Let us try to 
see the good in our different 
points of view and not dwell so 
much on the bad.

Although erysipelas is not a 
disease which has entirely disap. 
peared, it is certainly less com- 
mon now than in the past and 
when it dues develop it can be 
treated much more successfully, 

The fact that erysipelas has 
been almost conquered is the re- 
sult both of better measures of 
prevention and the discovery of 
powerful new treatments.

For hundreds of miles the only 
habitation along the highway are 
the hovels of Negros,

moving picture “Pinky” and felt 
that a fine story was ruined by 
too theatrical a setting? The 
“Mammy’s” shack in that film 
seemed just tov tumble-down 
to be real. Yet we passed hun- 
dreds of them that were in far 
worse condition, without glass in 
the windows, without doors, bat- 
tered, grey little hutches leaning 
under their age. Inside you catch 
a giimpse of people crowded to- 
gether in one or two rooms, col- 
ored people dressed in rags. 

There are other sights, too, that 
create a macabre mood. The 
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beards of imoss hang'ng from 
the trees, the swamps, the bayous 
strangling in foliage too ripe 
for a northern appetite, the long- 
eared mules dragging alang oarts 
piled high with cotion or tobacco 
Jeaves, the earth ¢hat is the color 
of dried blood, . 


Segregated

Through Georgia, too, we pass- 
ed many prison gangs on the road, 
some “colored,” some “white,” 
for segregation is carried to its 
final degree. Standing apart from 
each gang would be a guard, 
heavy pistol on his hip, a shotgun

the Negro schools, unpainted 
barns, some standing in the 
seared corn fields, all desperately

Going by, our kids waved a 
greeting, as they have been doing 
since we set out, But the colored 
kids have rarely waved back.

easy feeling. 

You see the other extreme, too. 
The magnificent Colonial homes, 
the plantations covering an area 
bigger than a city and at one we 
saw a yellow Cadillac convertible 
filled with young people swing- 
ing out of a long flower-bordered 
driveway, its dust momentarily 
obscuring a row of those sordid 
little shacks,

Beyond 
Description 

The most spectacular beauty 
spot of the south, the Florida 
gulf coast, is itself a rich mixture 
for the northern tourist. 

We had our first glimpse of 
the Gulf of Mexico near Fort 
Walton, Florida, As far as we 
could see in either direction a 
broad beach stretched away, as 
white as if there had been a 
fresh fall of snow. Near the 
shore the water was an indescrib- 
able emerajd green, deepening to 
sapphire blue in the distance. 

We pulled in the car, took off 
our shoes and stockings and ran 
down a slope of sand the texture 
of Cream of Wheat.

It was beautiful beyond de- 
scription and yet somehow eerie, 
the colors too flambuoyant, the 
eense of space and emptiness al- 
most overpowering, the black fins 
in the blue water a kind of sym- 
bol of the violence that one 
senses lurks behind all the love- 
liness of the south.

Peace Seen 


Breaking Through 


The ordisary Canadian, living 
far from the big world capitais, 
may not yet clearly understand 
why the prospects for world 
peace are s0 much better. 

The war in‘ Korea has taught 
both sides a lesson. The Russians 
have learned that the western 
democracies will resist, by united 
force, any further Communist 
aggression, whether by Russian 
armies or by those of stooge 
governments, 

The Americans have learned 
that it takes an overwhelming 
amount of force successfully to 
turn back even a small aggressor 
like North Korea, They are under 
no illr ions about the size of the 
task o/ defeating the Soviet 
Union, if world war comes, 

So both the U.S, and 5.U. (Sov- 
jet Union) have abandoned part 
of their forimer most obstruc- 
tionist positions, 


Road Blocks 
Singled Out 

It is as if the two biggest road 
blocks had been singled out for 
promised demolition, 

The U.S.A. now agrees to dis- 
cuss disarmament as a whole, Up 
till now, Uncle Sam has refused 
to do so. The American position, 
from 1945 till Mr. Truman's 
speech of October 24, 1950, was 
that Atomic Control must be ac- 
cepted firsi. Only then would 
U.S.A, talk general disarmament, 

The Soviet Union has agreed, 
by words at least, that there must 
be “unconditional prohibition” of 
atomic weapons:and “strict inter- 
national control” for the uncon- 
ditional implementation of this 
prohibition 

Is Russia in earnest in climb- 
ing down from her former posi- 
tion ef “foreigners keep out?” 

Up till now, no UN inspectors 
could get into any area where 
Russia did not want these inspect- 
ors odmitted. They were, in fact, 
prevented by force from going 
beyond the borders of Nerthera 


Greece or crossing the dividing 
line between North and South 
Korea (prior te the open war 
there), 

In all the long-drawn-out argu- 
menis in the Atomic Commission, 
the real snag always was that 
Russia would not really listen to 
any proposa! which would have 
given UN teams the right to poke 
into eVery nook and corner of 
the Soviet domain, 

President Truman did not put 
his finger on this core and crux 
of the world disarmament prob- 
lem as did our own Canadian 
spokesman, Hon, Lester Pearson. 

The latter told the UN General 
Assembly on Septembgr 27, 1950: 

“There is one very simple and 
direct test of the sincerity of 
those who made these far-flung 
proposals.” Mr, Pearson intimat- 
ed thet at the right time Canada 
would introduce this amendment: 

“A. The right of free access at 
al] times to every atomic energy 
installation of any kind what- 
ever; and 

“B The right to search for 
undeclared atomic energy facili- 
ties wherever there can be‘rea- 
sonable grounds for believing, in 
the opinion of the international 
contre] authority, that they may 
exist.” 


Curtain Has 
Two Sides 


As Mr, Pearson says, “such an 
amendment to the Soviet resolu- 
tion would act as the touchstone 
o its sincerity.” But in this 
whole war, and peace, and dis- 
armament question, vastly more 
then Soviet sincerity is at stake, 

Are the U.S. armamen* manu- 
facturers, for instance, now mak- 
ing the biggest profits in his- 
tory, likely to look with favor on 
disarmament, or even a helt in 
the armament race? 

The lron Curtain has two sides, 
and in spots it’s gold-plated with 
corporation profits, 

But, for all that, peace is break- 
ing through.
